Best U.S. W-zone station: WSB. No northerly east coast stations, but WFLA good. 
Six or seven Cubans, some dominant. Fine skip - many locals (KTRG, KAHU, KPOI, 
KCCN) severely troubled by mainlanders. No Alaska but midwest still good. Where 
CFCN was formerly heard, WNOE now dominates. Midway much improved, and gradually 
shifting to DU cx: NZ noted on 570, 780, 1100; Tahiti nightly; but no Tonga, Fiji, 
and real DU exs obviously yet to come. Far Hast excellent, but no longer so deep 
into Asia as a few weeks ago."

Geomagnetic activity seems to have fallen off rather sharply after March 24th's 
memorable disturbance. The relatively low values since that date indicate that 
while the absorption in high latitudes resulting from the disturbance of the 
24th is still present, it is not being added to by new solar activity. The 
following graph of geomagnetic activity indicates the extent to which auroral 
absorption is being added to the ionosphere in high latitudes. Days of high A 
value and those immediately following are poor for high latitude signals. The 
spike on the 24th was 97. "al indicates days with observed auroral MW cx; "1" 
shows days with good low-latitude cx; a star shows good high latitude cx.

- FROM THE CPC CHAIRMAN 


The ANARC Verification Project was conceived to strengthen ties between 
DX'ers and broadcasters, in particular those stations which seem to display a 
lack of interest in DX'ing by not verifying DX reports. In order to initiate a 
dialog with these stations on the subject of verifications, it was necessary to 
compile a list of stations which may fall into this category. When the establish- 
ment of this project was first revealed, I received a number of responses, all 
favorable except for some who expressed a fear that the list being compiled 
would be published and, perhaps, misconstrued as a type of "blacklist". 


To dispel such fears, DXers were solicited to send in their lists with the 
expressed promise that the list would not be published and would in no way be 
considered any sort of "blacklist", which it is not! Any DX'er who really took 
the time to read the announcement in DX NEWS, sent in his list with the 
assurance that he was in no way contributing to a "blacklist". Therefore the 
question is not whether such a list should be published (as a few members have 
requested) but rather the question is: Is it ethical to reveal such information 
after promising not to? It is my firm belief that promises and confidences 
should be honored. The list will not be published. It was compiled for 
constructive, positive purposes and will not be used in any other way. It is 
not a list of stations which won't verify, it is a list of stations we hope will: 
verify and, so far, the results have been rewarding. In fact I don't understand 
how the word "blacklist" became attached to it in the first place when it was 
specified several times that it was not one. I hope this clears up the problem; 


perhaps it was all born out of a failure to understand the purpose of this project, 
which I hope is now clear. 


By the way, add two more stations which now seem to have changed their 


policy and started verifying: WDOV-1410 and WRPM-1530 (c/o Ben Griffin). 73's
